becoming more straitened, because Ut 
bring a part of the remainder under culti- 
vation would cost him tome outlay. The 
Britiah nation, with ita twenty-ail 
miliums of population, pwintaei, be- 
sides the three Utile islands in 
which all it» wealth is sown, inhabit- 
able lands of greater eittnl than all 
Europe, As the produce uf the three 
iilaada does not i.nffire to lead the twenty- 
til millions, the obvious prowess is, to 
tend some of those people to the lands 
now lying ikllow. But, exclaims some 
economist, it wilt out something to do so! 
And what don it cost not to do to} 
Setting aside national ruin, papular desti- 
tution, bloodshed, and other costly evils, 
incurred or threatened, there ia a direct 
expense incurred by the country which it 
hi not difficult to point out i could the 
country produce as much food and mt- 
ohaiigaaUe product- with irwwr people? 
The existence of the disowned class 
already mentioned it the reply : if to, 
the whole of the number, over and abort 
that which is necessary to keep up the 
amount of avail ahle produce yearly, is 
a cent and a burden to the country. 
Could the United Kingdom tpare a 
million, and yet produce as much 
wheat, Ivef; cntton, wotiUrn and iron 
wait, aa at present ? llnnncatioiiably. 
Then the subaitlenee of a million of peo- 
ple ia a direct yearly charge on Ihe nation, 
rho coat of ennreying a person to a 
colony, faking <mc person with another 
aud one distance with another, does not 
much etceetl iLr coat of that person's 
annual aubsiattUKe : to rem .ire tha million 
lo the fjoloniea wr -id need an outlay 
about equal to the maintennnce of that 
million every year, bad years with good. 
People talk of emigration as of • tiling 
doubtful aa to its. " prosperity ;" but the 
hu m blest degree of raccets— that which 
it insurer! bv decent management of co- 
lonization—is a positive gain to the 
mother-country. Place the emigrant on 
arable land, give him a plough, and let hint 
butdraw a snbaiatene* from the aoil, and the 
great object iaaained, There is, however, no 
instance in the history of colonics, where, 
if not founded under the very worst plans, 
u far higher succeaa baa not been gained — 
where the emigrant has not achieved a 
decided advance on hia former station. 
Such being the case, he not only subsists 
himself from the newly-cultivated toil, but 
he becomes a coo turner of British produce 
{manufactures) in a far greater degree than 
he oould hare been had he rvmiiaed at 
home. Such is no abatract iulareoce ; it 
ia the tact, signally proved iu our colonics, 
including the great English cohnira of the 
United States. The gain to the mother 
country therefore from emigratiun ii this 
—she ii relieved from the coat of lubsut- 
ing the surplus population ; the full 
amount of riches extracted by the emi- 
grant from the new aoil ia added (a thn 
imperial wealth j a great portion is tent 
heck tn the Mother country in barter for 
the goods which the emigrant deaima to 
follow him. But whatever the profit on 
the tiun taction, the gnat needful primary 
gain is, tint the emigrant, instead of being 
fed at the coat of the nation, (whether 



directly, iu the shape of utsr-rata*, 
directly, iu the shape of abstracted 
and profits,) earns hit own lubiiatencc out 
of the laud. 

Are there the inasns for setting such a 
process iu motion ' If the Imperial Go- 
vernment and the Legislature had done 
their duty, the queition would at this day 
he a supererogation. The means are so 
abundant that choioe would be puraled in- 
stead of straightened, At it ia, the North- 
western Cotsniet absorb tens of theuaanda 
of our population yearly | the United 
States no lets a proportion ; and the 
Southern Colonics also talus tens of thou- 
sands , jet in all our own Colonic* very 
little rffuct is made in lessening the cry for 
more Is boar. The reason for the smallnasa 
of that effect is instructive fiir our present 
purpose . it arises from the ease, the ra- 
pidity, and the profit af the process 
tun recommended — tha coupling of 
people with the lands whence they are 
directly to derive their subsistence. Placed 
in a colony, the settler advances to rapidly, 
he finds the acquisition of laud so mm , 
and he finds it an profitable and congenial 
to hia withes, that ho aoon learee the 
labourer's life and becomes laadowoer. 
The dirEcully ia to place auch check and 
control on that process aa to prevent the 
entire drafting away of labourer's from 
the labour masket. Yet all this extensive, 
aud so tar profitable emigration has taken 
place under bad systems, aod in spile of 
l lie fact that it has been neglected, more 
often positively discountenanced by the 
Govern niml. 

We believe, mid, as we have indicated, 
not without grounds, that the Government 
night at ouce reuHvc tlue whole of the 
surplus population of the couutry, at an 
outlay sot eicceilin; one year's coat for 
subsisting that lurplna population : dis- 
tribute them among our colonies, north, 
east, tonth, and weal, o the imtueuie ad- 
vantage) of aettleinen'i already founded; 
make a step iu the < .ninolidntiaii of our 
colonial empire ; augment at a strobe, hy 
a large amount, the most profitable hrancli 
of our commerce, the colonial trade ; avert 
all the present Jangert of the time j and 
prepare a proportionate profit lor ihe 
nation within the torn of a tew teasons- 
We have shown th* nature of the grounds 
t'or that belief. If ever there was a time 
when it behoved a Minister to leave no 
stone unturned foT * nauuro* against the 
Dual evils of the dar, it ia ihe prwsent ; 
vet, we repeat, we Jnubt whether 8ir Ho- 
hert Peel ever give* uveniignitino a terioua 
thought.

P. A. Taylor, SJuj., said, that at chair- 
man of the csntewnn* which had held its 
meetings in the metropolis during the 
present week, and which had sought that 
interview, he had to inform him that it 
was composed of depntiei from all part* ol 
England and flouted, but principally 
from the msnufactuiing districts, and from 
several towns in the west of England. 
They had also with them a number of 
ministers of religion, who had been deputed 
hy their respective congregations to take 
part in their proceedinES. They had 
likewise delegates from agricultural dis- 
tricts : far though the late appeal made to 
national charity was declared to he for tha 
relief of the inanutacluring iiopnlalion, 
they were convinced that tins pressure of 
destitution and suffering was not confined 
to that class, but a us quite as severe and 
crushing upon the agricultural labourer in 
many parts of the country. They had 
come together to lay before the 
public, through the press, aud be- 
fore Her Majesty^ Ministers, through 
him, Sir Robert Peel, the dreadlul and 
alarming condition of the people in the 
various puts of the country from whence 
they were deputed. Had the amount of 
distress throughout the errantry remained 
th* sam* is when thcoontereooe wss held 
in London iu February last, it was highly 
probable they should not, at so early a 
period, have again assembled ; but since 
that time distress bad gone on increasing, 
capital had still further btrn diminished, 
employment decreased, and trade become 
more depressed; the hope that spring 
would bring some remission of the evilt of 
which they complained had been most grie- 
vously disappointed i and they now stood 
before him (Sir R. Peel) without allevia- 
tion and without hop*. The population 
•ran literally periahnig by tboussnus — 
they were ahaolutely starving — the pa- 
tience oi" the suffer ; u : people wis Desrlv 
eahauitcd, and a feeli. - nd fcmiver be- 
ginning to be mauitt.Uu which was 
ominous and dan Kerens in the highest 
degree. Tlie deputies were convinced, 
that the time was not far off wbrn 
thov would not he able to 
food for a large proportion of the . 
lion around them, nor longer stave "oft the 
outbreak and confusion which would in- 
evitably cnttH, He believed that, on the 
part of the Antvcom-uiw League, that 
was their last appeal, and their Last at- 
tempt to avert those evils they so much 
dreaded . The peace of tbu coantry bad 
been hit lie t tu pre served by a lattglimuHring 
ray of hope ; hut, when' the deputiea went 
brick tu their euuktituenta, aud told them 
thatthe* had aeeu Use premier of Esiglaod, 
and laid before bim their state of wretch- 
edness and misery, and that he gave them 
no promise aud no hope, he (Sir Robert

Sancts - at for themselves, they would

Th* colliers, drp*ud*ut on tlie manufac- 
turers, are as badly off at the potters ; al- 
ready bod let of them perambulate our 
streets, and, 1 still nut toy ask, but demand 
money or Pood ; the bricklayers, carpenters, 
and others arew ithout work and themennaof 
subsistence; aud it it impossible lo foresee 
the itiite, unlesa the government repeal the 
corn-laws, mtor* the trade, and give em- 
ployment to thu country, tf the govern- 
ment does not do its dutv, and free the 
people, they will try to free themtelven ; 
they feel they arc not represented ; they 
ar* arraying cu all hands to demand their 
richia. A triads ia at the door; and unless 
parIian»ntcua»aforward with the edict that 
it demanded, and before whiter adds it* hor- 
ror to the f sitting distress, it will be out 
ol" our power to avert the mischief ; and on 
those who have the responsibility will rest 
tbt consequenoes.

The Rev. Mr. Donoir, or Button, gave 
a very alarming account of the physical 
and mental condition of the labouring 
cLaaaea, in the iron districts from which be 
came. 

Mr. S. Porster aaid ha had beau de- 
puted by Utockport to state the distressed 
stale of that borough, having had a full ac- 
urniiulftuce. with it in euneeouence of his 
situation at chairtnan of the hoard of that 
He (Sir Robert Pee! j waa well 
acquainted with their distress ihrosfb. the 
excellent report of tlie poor-law commis- 
sioners in February hut. Since thtt time 
to tlie present, the dull eft bad continued 
Us increase, and th* means of relieving 
that distress to decrease ; the rste-psy-rt 
were in a very distressed condition, and 
inch waa tlie ihfhoulty of obtaining 
funds, that sonic of those the beat 
acquainted with the financial condi- 
tion of Ike union could not act how it was 
possible lo raise funds necessary beyond 
the present quarter, and if the board 
ahould be obliged to suspend relief, the 
consequences wonld be laustnUMe. He 
had had an interview with th* poor law 
commissioner* ainne he came to town, and 
he had told tbem three things. The 
Mayor of «ti>ekport had tiaud, thai he as 
the chief magiitratc of Stockport, would 
not hold himself respontdhle for the peace 
of the borough, if relief was not speedily 
afforded. He bad occupied the muitiou 
he held with tlie view of aiding the poor 
and poor rata -payers, aud ahould, for the 
present continue lo bold it except tha want 
of fund* ahould cans* the operations of the 
board to cento. Trie expeoeta of tbt poor 
for three yean, ending March, l(M I, wet 
£'J. I f>0 per year. This year it would, la- 
eonling to present appearances, be upwards 
nf ,£9,000. 

Mr. Edmund Grundy, nf Bury, regretted 
the pressing necessity which hid given rise 
to this interview, but rejoiced at the oppor- 
tunity of appealing before an original fel- 
low-towneman, for the purpose of stating 
the distress and feelings that pervaded the 
town of Burr. The state of the poor rate 
would be forcible evidence of the distress. 
In lf.19, a rate of lOd. in the pound was 
levied , in I stO. it. ; and iu 184 1, 2s. Id i 
ieavuig a debt owing by tha township of 
aear a«3,(iO0. What IW might bring 
forth time must determine i but Ik wwU 
just ilate what effect theuniv sal distress 
was rapidly producing in r I. . ., 'lofth* 
people. H* used scarcely still- the effect 
of the present aufferiog unou the labouring 
eaaaa. That might be inferred from the 
state of mind which dettitutiin would in- 
evitably produce in every case ; but aa to 
the shop-keepers, whu were all rapidly 
hastening to utter ruin, he did not think 
there were ten men amongst tbem who were 



Mr. Whitehead said that the fond of 
th* poorer d sates of the population gene- 
rally consisted of bread, milk, meat, pota- 
toes, cheese, and butter. The male part 
of them did sot, except when obliged, 
take tea and coffee. What was used of 
those articles waa of the worst quality and 
the lowest price, to much to indeed that 
the revenue waa scarcely benefited by the 
consumption. 

The chairman briefly added some state - 
merits relative to the diatrtta in Loudon, 
which, although not en gnat as in other 
placet, was still becoming progrestively 
more severe. The number ol cutvai cues 
relieved by the City of London LToion, 
from the iiith of December, I Kiel, to June 
the 34th, IS39, wet 38*, at un erxpenae 
of j6£n-8 6*. ; and the number of cases 
from Hecember 2Mb, 18-11, to June 24tb, 
1842, was 20,648, at an expense of

Sooth Pole Kx prdition. — We have 
been favoured with a tight of a letter from 
an officer of. this expedition, dated the 
Falkland lalanda, May 1st, received thii 
morning, from which we extract the fol- 
lowing detaili of the return of the etpetti- 
tioo. It will return to tlit ice next year: 
—"The EnAm and Terror war* at the 
Falkland Islands on the lit nf Mty hurt. 
They left New Zealand on the 23rd of 
November; entered the ice on the 18th 
of December; were beset iu it nearly 
seven weeks, but suooewlod in taking up a 
position for exploring near the place they 
retired Tram the Mimtner before—about 
7S degrees south — but were unable to add 
mora thin HO or 90 in ilea to former dis- 
coveries. This was in a continuation nf 
the great barrier of ire (connected with 
the volcano), which they still found stretch- 
ing east and west ; but thev had tlie aatfa- 
fnctiuu of nuuxiug aeveu miles more south- 
ing : for ou the 'J3rd of February, when 
tbey were compelled by the anion to 
make their way northward, the alitpt were 
in latitude 78 111, longitude 162 20 W., 
within three or four milei of the barrier. 
They taw no land, illhuugh at una time 
tbey wire driven within KM) miles of 
Franklin [aland, whan a landing 
effected last year. They did not leave 
an hour too tuon ; for, before they 
gut clear of the region of icebergs, 
dark nights overtook them, and on 
ttormy night, while hauling tsray from _ 
ct utter of them, both ships unavoidably 
came ia contact, The Terror got off 
with the Iota of an spare, but the 
EtebHt lott her bowsprit and fore-top- 
maat. They, however, had a fair picsssg* 
after, and arrived at tha Falkland Island* 
on the Gth of April, One mail belonging 
to the Hreim wat aiilbrtiinBtely drowned 
off (line Horn. Every nne die wat quite 
well. Captain Rasa had appointed E. J. 
Bird to be commander uf the Errbiu t 
A. J. Smith to he lir men ant of the £rrits, 
and II, R, Mowbray purser of tlie 
Terror." — Vailed Serein Geielle.
